February Class History 


Four years ago the largest mid-year class that had ever entered 
Western began its interesting high school career in Room 208, 
with Miss Gardner as section teacher. Immediately upon our 
arrival at Western we were voted a part of the 1922 class, and 
were invited to join with them in all their school activities. To 
our regret this class left us last June. Consequently in the fall 
we organized, and elected as our officers Herbert Randolph, 
president; Elma Donovan, vice-president ; Winifred Lecky, secre- 
tary; and Birch Tennyson, treasurer. 


At the end of our four year course only a few remained of the 
original group. A number graduated in three and one-half 
years, thereby sharing the usual graduation functions with the 
class of June, ’22. Several of the members of this class have 
come to Western from other High Schools and a few originally 
belonged to the June Class of 23. 


Our class has been well represented in all the school activities 
since we arrived at Western as little Freshmen. Many of the 
boys were members of the Cadet Corps, and various other or- 
ganizations. Our most prominent athletic star, Nelson Jeffries, 
needs no introduction. Nelson is honored by holding four West- 
ern “letter’’ certificates and any real Westerner knows what 
a cherished privilege this is. “Our star” is interested in all 
sports but as a participant excels in football, basket-ball, and 
baseball. 


Harry Jung was the outstanding actor of the class and his 
finished performances in several of Western’s dramatic pro- 
ductions brought fame to the school, to the class, and to him- 
self. Dorothy Tschiffley was the famous president of the Girls’ 
Glee Club for several terms and was known to Westerners as

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History of the 


Two hundred and sixty-seven strong, the Class of ’23, largest 
in Western’s history, entered in 1919 to demand recognition 
through sheer power of numbers if for no other reason. How- 
ever, numbers did not save them, for they were the recipients 
of the last hazing given to a rookie class. Although this was 
light, it was thoroughly convincing—and probably amusing— 
to some. 

Under Miss Rice the class was organized November 10, 1919, 
and greatly enjoyed its first election day. Delbert Wells was 
made the first president, but was soon succeeded by Carl 
Woerner: Elsie Trask became first lady of the class; Charles 
Walker, treasurer, and Elizabeth Adkins, secretary. It was 
decided to have class pins made, After several “false alarms” 
they arrived and were put into circulation, to the great joy of 
the girls. That winter the boys turned out the “champeen” 
Freshman basketball team of the city. It was composed of 
Woerner, McElroy, Koblegard, Nesbet, Webb, Moncure, and 
Jeffries. 

As Sophomores, the class was much relieved to find that the 
iwo-shift system put into effect in September, would not affect 
them. Woerner was again made president; Margaret Bain, vice- 
president; Archibald Adkins, treasurer, and Mary Griffith, 
secretary. 

Several Sophs distinguished themselves that year. Sam Martin 
won his “\W” in track; Homer Thomas became a “crack” on 
the rifle team.; Browne Garnett won his way into the finals of 
the Spring Tennis Tournament; Orme Libbey starred in 
“Twelfth Night; Perry Gard won laurels in debate; and Herbert 
Clark won first prize in a poster contest. Girls as individuals 
did not stand out, but their team-work kept the Sophomores in 
the running in all girls’ sports. 

As Juniors, '23 contributed its share to the victories of that 
great year. That fighting grid team of 1921 was captained by 
Bo Lamar, and boasted Hawkins, Hageage, Stephens, Robertson, 
Dawson, Thomas, and Trudigian in its line-up. Paul Frisby 
was a regular on the basketball team, while Sam Martin led the 
Way in point scoring among the track men throughout the year. 


Helen Wesson, Orme Libbey, and others took leading parts in 
all dramatics. 


Senior Class 


At last Seniors, the class looked hopefully towards graduation. 
Baxter Ragsdale, Miles Flint, and Herbert Clark won captaincies 
of Companies H, K, and L, respectively, composing the Third 
Battalion commanded by Major Richard W. Edwards. Browne 
Garnett was made lieutenant colonel of the Third Regiment. 


Election day, class officers were selected with rare wisdom, 
Miles Flint being chosen president; Helen Wesson winning the 
vice-presidency; Joe Cox getting the job of treasurer; and 
Margery Shinkle taking off the secretaryship. Other leaders in 
school life were Paul Frisby, captain, basketball; Sam Martin, 
captain, track; Frank McElroy, president, Boys’ “W” Club; 
Nancy Wesson, president of the Girls’ “\W” Club; Alice Owens, 
editor of Tr Breeze; Linn Brantley, Year Book editor; and 
John Dawson, business manager of THE BREEZE and WESTERNER, 


Social life waxed merry beginning with the Home and School 
Association dances and ending with Class Night. 


“A Winter's Tale,” the spring play, gave Orme Libbey a chance 
to exhibit his skill as an actor, while Helen and Nancy Wesson, 
with Tom Wells, Bill Scott, Ellwood Simpson, and George 
Grainger scored in ‘“‘The Pot Boiler.” 

Senior Day everybody became so kiddish that even the second 
graders from the Fillmore School up the street seemed more 
dignified. 

However, “believe it or not,” scholarship is the main object 
of school, and here ’23 did itself proud. Scores of Seniors have 
their names in the Honor Roll book. Linn Brantley stands 
supreme in this line, however, and is valedictorian of ’23. Equal 
scholastic honors go to the Flint twins, Miles and Louise, who 
are joint salutatorians. 

Although first honors were won in no branch of sport, the 
class is proud of its record, especially in basketball, as the team 
made an uphill fight to within one point of the championship. 

’*Twenty-three is modest; it does not claim to be the best class 
ever graduated under the Red and White, but it is decidedy not 
the worst. If any want to beat its record—well, just “try and 
do it.”

“Actions speak louder than words.” If the work of the Dra- 
matic Association may be judged by this old adage, then it surely 
has been an active organization this year. ‘The first meeting of 
the Association was held on October 24, 1922, when the following 
officers were elected; Orme Libbey, president; Helen Wesson, 
vice-president ; Ellwood Simpson, secretary; Paul Frisby, treas- 
urer; and William Scott, sergeant-at-arms. 

This year the organization decided on an entirely new plan for 
the season’s work. ‘The members were divided into five groups, 
each consisting of seven or eight persons; the different groups 
were responsible for the programs of the following meetings. By 
this method everyone was included and had a chance to do his 
part; and the various one-act plays, which the Association has 
produced this year clearly showed the dramatic ability of the dif- 
ferent members.

This meant that the annual Spring Play 
must be given out-of-doors or done away with entirely. A com- 
mittee consisting of Miss Merrill, Miss Taylor, Miss Gardner, and 
Miss Steinle, from the Faculty, and Miss Conrard, Miss Stewart, 
Mr. May, Miss Griffith, and Mr. Gasch, from the Association, was 
chosen to consider the Spring Play question. After due con- 
sideration Shakespeare’s Winter’s Tale was chosen for the Spring 
Performance, as it requires a large cast, but little scenery. 

In spite of the drawbacks of having no scenery or front cur- 
tain, the members of the Association did a remarkable piece of 
dramatic work in The Winter's Tale, as well as in all the one-act 
plays they have produced. 


Drama Class 


The Drama Class was a new addition to Western’s course of 
study this year. This class, with Miss Margaret Merrill as 
teacher, though continuing through but one semester, accom- 
plished much in the short time allowed. Besides taking the pre- 
scribed course, the class presented several one-act plays for the 
entertainment of the school. 


The Wonder Hat, which was an act in the Hop Along Revue, 
was given by some of the members of this class.

The Shakespearean Pageant 


“NOTHING OF HIM THAT DOTH FADE 

BUT DOTH SUFFER A SEA-CHANGE 

INTO SOMETHING RICH AND STRANGE” 
Tur ‘TEMPEST. 


This verse from Shakespeare was placed at the grave of 
Shelley, but it is very applicable to the author himself. Shakes- 
peare and his famous works have come down to us through 
the ages and are still commemorated; for during the week of 
May 8-12, 1923, the High Schools of Washington celebrated 
the tercentenary of the appearance of the First Folio of the plays 
by the production of a Shakespearean Pageant. 


The First Folio edition of Shakespeare’s works was published 
seven years after his death, by two of his friends, John Heming 
and Henry Condell. his publication contained such plays as 
Twelfth Night, As You Like It, The Winter's Tale, Cymbeline, 
The Tempest, Julius and Cleopatra, 
Macbeth. 


Caesar, Antony and 


In 1916 an Elizabethan Pageant, arranged by Miss Sarah 
Simons, head of the English Department, was presented as an 
inter-high school activity. Western’s act was a scene from The 
Taming of the Shrew. This Pageant proved so successful that it 
was decided to give another this year. 


The Pageant of 1923, which was held at Sixteenth Street and 
the Reservoir, gave an accurate picture of the life of Queen 
Elizabeth’s court; it showed the pomp and ceremony of the Eng- 
lish life in which Shakespeare in gracious manner presented his 
plays for the entertainment of the Virgin Queen. Eastern High

School, or “The Children of the Chapel Royal,” as they were 
called, presented the fairy woodland scene from Midsummer 
Night's Dream. The dances and songs of the fairies made a 
charming setting for the working of Puck’s Love Magic. These 
dances were followed by the presentation of the casket scene 
of The Merchant of Venice by Technical. High. The casket 
lottery of gold, silver, and lead, in which the Princes of Morocco 
and Aragon and Bassanio bid for the hand of Portia, was very 
impressive. “The Queen’s Players” of Business enacted the cave- 
man part of The Taming of the Shrew, where Petruchio seized 
Katharine and makes off with her. Central’s scene from 
Twelfth Night, which won the Brown University cup offered 
for the best amateur Spring Play, was very humorous and well 
acted. George Garrick made a perfect Malvolio with his yel- 
low garters and flowery speeches. Everybody, who saw the 
Pageant, will remember the charming sheep-shearing scene, which 
was Western’s contribution. ‘The country festival of “The Ser- 
vants of the Lord Chamberlain” (Western), with the songs of 
Autolycus and the dances of the rustics, was exceedingly gay 
and delightful. 


The whole spectacle was one of beauty; for the gorgeous ap- 
parel of the courtiers, with the colorful costumes of the peasants, 


made a brilliant picture against the dark green of the surround- 
ing fields and trees. 


‘The members of the entire cast were rewarded for their week's 
work with a dinner given in their honor at Central, May 12. 
The dinner was followed by a performance of the Pageant, after 
which a dance was held in the Armory. The dance proved a 
happy conclusion for the evening’s entertainment.

Western this year had several staff officers; in fact, the third 
regiment was commanded by a Western man, Lieutenant Colonel 
C. B. Garnett, Jr. His regiment included all the cadets at 
Western, Business, and Eastern. His adjutant, who was kept 
so busy at the company competitive, was Captain W. Stephenson:

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History of Basketball Season 1922-23 


Basketball at Western in 1922-23 was one of the most popular 
of sports. 


The team enjoyed a very successful season, and above all 
showed a sportsman hip excelling that of the average Western 
team, although they have always been noted for their spirit.

As a result every member of the 
team was an all-High player, a record unsurpassed in high school 
annals.
